Conflagration ‘The meeting had hardly begun when Councillors were confronted with 
an item not on the agenda, ‘The Town Hall chimney caught fire. Business was 
promptly suspended while Albert Humphries and his team dealt swiftly and calmly 
with what could have been a nasty incident. : 

Village skip will next be in Hrl's Lane on 17 December. 
Clifton Playing Meld, donated by Mr D Welford, will be legally transferred by 
the end of December. 

Vacancies (i) Jose Stevens and Norman Drake are standing for the PC vacancy 
arising from Ken Garrett's retirement (ii) Before taking any action on School 
Governor vacancy, PC will investigate likely changes in function etc. 

Clean and tidy? (ij PC to press OCC to keep village clean and tidy regularly. 
Deddington's volunteers should not be seen as a substitute for proper Council 
care. (ii) Best Kept Village judges noted that the greens were nicely maintained 
(by volunteers!) and commended also the school playground, church and churchyard, 
Red Lion and Kings Arms, and 'nearly all' the shops. They criticised litter 
along the main road, beer cans in the Castle Grounds, broken window in the \/ind- 
mill Centre and weeds in the gravel surrounding the War Memorial.

Much has been said and written over some time with nothing but passing 
reference to one of the most important factors of the deal, ie the new field 
and the timing of the handover. Being now independent of the Cricket Club 
Committee I feel I can write freely on this matter which, in my view, trans- 
cends all the arguments hitherto which have been about money. 

Firstly, let me remind you that the original objective of the -Jindwill project 


was to provide a Sports & Social Centre for the village Germane to this was 
provision of sufficient vlaying facilities for all the sports clubs. T 
believe that this goal is now attaingble. : 

However, the key question is “When will the ground be fit for use?’ All the 


signs are that commercinl pressures will dictate that the ground will be 
pronounced playable next May. TAIS IS CLéARLY LUDICROUS. 

The sheer magnitude of the project entailing the shifting of thousands of tons 
of earth and consequent re-alignnent of the sub-soil strata means that settle- 
ment has to take place Also, the turfing of the grounds as opposed to 
seeding makes any remedial work following settlement doubly difficult. The 
original feasibility study commissioned jointly in 1985 by the Cricket and 
Football Clubs was quite svecific that the work should be spread over two 
years as a mininun The Parish Council and their advisers are looking at a 
timescale of 9 months. A recipe for disaster if ever there was one. Just 
how much can nature be hurried ? ?} 

Hor if, as I fear, the field degenerates into an unusable mud patch, the Cricket 
Club will fade and die, the Football Club will never return to the «/indmill 
nor will the Bowls Club make their proposed move and all that will be left are 
three tennis courts and a greatly under used building (facing the wrong way!), 
which will stand as a mouldering monwacnt to this ill-conceived liaison 
between uncaring greed on the one side and blind stupidity on the other. 

So I say all the power to the elbows of the Action Group in their efforts to 
upset the deal, for even if they gain not a penny, any extension of the tine- 
scale will be of incalculablo value to our community.

the PC decide whether or not to take up Cherewell District Council's offer of 
tokens A reminder was sent to the PC who now reply as follows ; 


“Jith reference to your letter of 18 October, the Council gave further 
consideration to the question of bus tokens and, whilst they are sympathetic 
with the problem they feel that they cannot commit themselves to any 
additional expenditure until the threat regarding the receipt of the money 
for land in Hempton Road is removed. You will no doubt know that certain 
residents are aiming to approach the Attorney-General on the latter matter.*

no. money forthcoming. As we have repeatedly told the PC we are not asking for 
fig transport, but only help with the high fares,

The Church ws packed again on Thursday night, 24 November, for the long awaited 
meeting called by Deddinzton PCC to discuss the future of the Church with the 
people of Hempton. ‘The mecting opened with prayers led by the Vicar who chaired 
the meeting, and Mr Hannah then outlined the situation as seen from the PCC view- 
point. Over 75 people were present and many contributed suggestions and the 
discussion was lively. Also revealed were the fears and anxieties and the general 
strength of feeling in the Villege for keeping St John's as a Church: also the 
need for much closer liaison between Hempton and the PCC. It is partnership with 
the Council and time to attempt further revival that we seek, Their next regular 
meeting is in January. 


When the formal meeting closed, most people lingered talking in groups - Foc and 
Hempton together. As somebody said “Had we met together in this way two years 
ago, much difficulty and misunderstanding might have been avoided" but the PCC 
may have cone us a favour as the threatened closure provoked people into action.
